To those who, at this poin t, may 
won d er why an econ omist should 
fin d it within his provin ce to com­ 
men t upon a political even t of this 
n ature, let me poin t out that it is 
politics of this type that obscures 
tbe d an gerous an d d estructive eco­ 
n omics lyin g behin d it. It has n ot 
been merely the politics but the eco­ 
n omics of totalitarian ism that has 
mad e the situation overseas such a 
ghastly experien ce for million s of 
helpless people.

He d oes n ot thin k that 
the American people can safely put 
an yon e but himself in office. He has 
even taken the position that n o 
Democrat other than himself can be 
trusted with the Presid en cy. 
All preced in g Presid en ts have ac­ 
cepted the American d octrin e that 
it is wise to restrain the person al 
ambition s of our Presid en ts. Mr. 
Roosevelt has used man y d evices to 
assure the American people that his

growth is reddish bronze. 
In its 
old age blooms and bears lovely 
wax en berries. It is the meanest 
enemy of a hap p y summer for 
some children that grows in the 
fields. 


y our boy be hap p y and benefitted 
by them? 
This and many other 
questions are sy mp athetically an­ 
swered in Angelo Patri’s booklet, 
“Your Child and Other Peop le.”

Before going out to be ex p osed 
to it cover the legs and arms and 
face with a lather 
of 
brown 
laundry soap . 
Let that lather 
dry on the skin. 
Then keep out 
of its way as carefully as ever. 
When the ex cursion Is over, 
wash with warm water, scrub­ 
bing thoroughly , and rinse 
and 
dry . 
That simp le p recaution will 
p revent an infection 
and save 
p lenty of trouble and ex p ense. 
Call a Doctor 
Teach children to look careful­ 
ly at the grass before they sit 
down on it when they go out to 
p icnic or to p lay . 
Heedless, un­ 
knowing little ones 
have 
sat 
down ir, a bed of p oison ivy to 
their great grief. 
If 
after every p recaution 
has 
been taken 
the child as infected, 
ask the p hy sician to see him and 
p rescribe for him. Only the ex ­ 
p erienced p hy sician can help him 
then. What seems to be help one 
child often fails to help another, 
and no time should be lost in 
getting ex p ert help as the thing 
sp reads. 
Its burning itch is in­ 
tolerable. 
If it gets a head-start 
on a child who is highly suscep 
tible he is likely to be very ill 
indeed. 
Children must be kep t from 
scratching the rash, if p ossible. 
It is hardly p ossible but by keep ­ 
ing the lotion the p hy sician p re­ 
scribes in constant use much of 
it can be avoided. 
Scratching 
brings on 
secondary 
infections 
and they are mighty mean. 
Avoid Ivy and Mosquitoes 
The combination of a mosquito 
bite, well scratched, and an in­ 
fection of p oison ivy is about the 
worst that can hap p en to a vaca­ 
tioning child. 
It will lay him up 
and sp oil all his fun. If the mos­ 
quitoes are p lentiful and active, 
be doubly on guard against the 
ivy p oisoning. 
In rooting out the ivy the coat­ 
ing of brown soap is indicated 
for the worker. 
It should com­ 
p letely cover all ex p osed p arts. 
High stockings and stout gloves 
help . 
Don’t stand in the way of the 
smoke if the ivy is being burned. 
Some p eop le, old and y oung alike, 
are suscep tible to the infection 
through the smoke. 
In short, 
keep away from p oison ivy this 
summer and try to save the chil­ 
dren from its nasty disp osition.

Pulsing heart of a Paris that once symbolized all that made life worthwhile in gracious living was the famed Cafe de la Paix on the 
Boulevard des Italiens. Here was the “crossroads of the world,” where, if you sat at one of the sidewalk tables long enough, “you would 
see everybody who amounted to anything in the world pass by.”
